•will be effected 


For the present at least the strike 


is not expected to spread to the ma- 
chinist^' affiliated trades unions, the 
boilermatcers and blacksmiths.

Several years ago the Forest Ser- 


vice co-operated with one of the large 
telephone companies in Georgia and 
Florida to experiment with various 
preservatives in protecting the butts 
of telephone poles from decay Those 
preservatives were simply painted up- 
on the wood, and of course did no 
sink in to any great depth. A recen 
examination made of this pole line 
showed that wherevei the preserva 
tive had entered the wood no destruc- 
tion dn« to Insect attack had taken 
place, but where the wood was un 
protected, such injury was frequent- 
ly quite serious. Poles in which the 
preservatives had seeped through a 
crack were often more or less flutted 
on the surface, that is, the oil satur- 
ating the wood in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the crack protected it from 
the attacks of the insects 
It is es- 


sential, therefore, particularly in the 
warmer portions of the United States 
to protect timber from the attacks of 
insects as well as of fungi, If the 
longest life is to be secured.
